Today's Post has a long editorial article by Tad Sculc on Shevchenko . It includes 
a picture of Nosenko. ade me think of you and your /// never responding when I asked 
you if AIB was sending you Washington stories. (l don^t get the Star. I see from it 
onljt what JL sends.) 

Wgile copying any one article, even one awkward to copy, as this is, is no big 
deal, they do accumulate into time -‘-il should not waste and costs that accumulate 
enough without them. As for example the overdue bJOO service call on the machine which 
will come in any event but is a cost I'd prefer to delay. (While we have a good machine, 
in less than a year we have used it more than the js specs say for three years. 

While I do want to send you anything thais can be of interest I don t want to 
send you wliat duplicates. So please let me know if you are covered on tRe Post. If 
you are not I'll send you what appears in the earliest edition, the one that gets here. 

For record purposes the later edition is better. -*-t means more complete stories and some 
that do not make the earliest or out-of-town edition. 

The other is on whether or not AIB is still sending you records from the first 
FBI JFK release. You have said they are slowed down hut you have not said that your 
not sending any notes on them for so long means they cut it all off that long ago. I 
jave no a interest in such stuff for writing but some can be valuable in FQIA matter’s 
and there are f«w others who are in. a position to detect this usefulness. Their record 
is that they cannot and if they could they would not. 

I've no objection if they asked you not to send me anything. But IBd like to know 
that any information .rom that source is cut off. l'd then seek alternative means, if 
any are available. 

The first seven of a total of 11 cartons of the first release are here. x aking them 
down the cellar knocked me out. so I've not opened them. I have a student who will be 
putting them in file cabinets, probably nights this coming week, (i am also getting the 
worksheets, for which I filed suit when they did not deliver them.) Once these are in 
file drawers they will be in order and available, meaning accessible, ^odause we are 
keeping them as filed by the FBI, meaning as. received, only Lil takes any Section apart. 
This she has to do for making almost any copies. So, once they are in file drawers you 
can have what copies you may used. If there is a rush we'll do it for a single page. If 
there is no rush it would be better to accumulate them and lot me have a list. 

Tiiis is not arbitrary or capricious. When I walk the stairs once I've had it. Lil is 
nine hours behind on some dictation that should have been done by now but she stays 
busy all tax season, ^t takes more time to disassemble and assemble any Section than it 
does to make a few copies from it. And we do both stay pretty tied up. Sp if you want 
any c 9 pies please distinguish between what is urgent and what isn't. And I remind you, 

X don t want It to get around that I have these because I don t want any hassles with the 
nuts. '"'“e sides you I've told only Howard. (I expect the remaining four cartons Monday, 
or tomorrow's mail.) 

Jim end. I wondered immediate if Schenehenko is "Fedora." Then when he phoned me about 
when we >iad first knowledge about Hosehko I found out that Gardner also had too some 
thought. (Three DJ or FBI sources denied it to him, which means nothing to me.) Gcals' 
story, if accurate, places Sehevchenko in the US in 1963. Or makes him possible in the 
time frame of Epsteinker* s tale. 

Sculz also refers to an inter-agency committee on defectors. I do not recall having 



heard of this committee before. If you have any knowledge of it and it is under FBI, 

DJ or CIA please let me know because my existing requests cover it then. 

Shis past week we got 83 pages on me from the Dallas FO. Their major value is in 
showing how the FBI circumvented FOIA requests I made and in disclosing where there 
are records on me that have not been provided. With this background explanation I 
report that even to 1971 or 1972 all went through ^emberling' s hands. Kven stuff on me. 
Ho signed some. Thei"e was a period of time (nnknown) when he was in -mbbock rather than 
Dallas in the early 1970s. It was sent to him there when stuff on me reached the DFO. 

Relating to my earlier requests there were a few records in these files. Those of 
interest on the Caire request, for example, say nothing at all. Bu t they are of . 
interest because they withhold most under claim, I presume, to (b)(l) or "national 
security." There is a nat. sec claim but it is not assigned to any one of the 83 pp. 

The ojly others are (b)(7)(C) and (d). Bearing on this is the list of files to which 
copies were designated. One of this is caded for "facial Matters." 

It would seem that Ronnie had himself some connections. 

If there were any subject content I’d. be sending you copies. The records relate to 
my request and to Cuire and about him they obliterate all. I’ve appealed it. 

The records also included {jy request relating to the fingerprint from the Wasp 
picketing leaflet. Here again they say nothing except what we knew, not LHO's print. 

One of the lies exposed in these records is the N.O. FO’s pretense that it had only 
a few pages on me, NO provided nothing on FOIA. Copies of all the Dallas records 
(which is to say provided by Dallas) are duplicated by N.O. I'm asking Shea to ask M.O. 
to take another look. Of the requests that -should^have been referred to N.O. there are 
those on the print and on the film, icnidnng the artin and Doyle pix. 

Ss is now obvious, Berry ^ay is not usually punctual. 

You have never referred to seeing any ing/Ray stories in the publications you see. 
If you do see any I'd appreciate them. The wire copy is almost never ised in Washington. 
There ^iave been recent stories. Like the collapse of Lane's fabrication of the police 
spy “editt being at the firehouse on "security." But the Post and Star did not carry it. 
(Also hot that ^arrison won the judgeship primary, which I heard on radio news.)
